IN CONGRESS TODAY 


House Mines Cimmittee Begin Hear- 


ings on\Economic'Questions.

Washington, Jan. 19.—The house 
mines committee toda£ began hear- 
ms regarding radium and the econom- 
ic questions -involved in proposed leg- 
islation for withdrawing from settle- 
ment, public lands containing radium 
producing ores. 
Advocates and op- 
ponents for the Foster bill prepared 
with the approval of the Interior de 
partmeut were ready to give their 
views and Chairman Foster of the 
committee expects ^that the legislation 
along the lines of his bill will be ex- 
pedited through congress. 
*' %= Howard A. Kelly of Baltimore 
testified as to the necessity of im- 
mediate action from the standpoint 
of the medical profession. 
Opposition to the bill in its present 
form is from the Colorado delegation 
in congress who have conferred with 
Secretary Lane in an effort to bring 
jut a satisfactory 
compromise and 
from those interested in the mining 
of the radium producing ores and their 
exportations. J. M. Flannery of Pitts- 
burgh, interested in 
the 
Colorado 
mines, heads a delegation In opposi- 
tion. The Colorado delegation agreed 
with the advocates of| the legisla-' 
tion that it is necessary to prevent a 
monopoly of radium producing terri- 
tory and that a ban on exportation 
might be wise. Plans for the hear- 
ing have attracted considerable atten- 
tion, particularly because of. the ex- 
pectation of discussion by medical au- 
thorities regarding the possibilities of 
radium as a cure for cancer.

said Wright today in discussing his 
invention. "It will make flying fool 
proof or as nearly s.o as anything can 
be. 
Our device insures lateral as 
well as fore and aft stability and it 
will not get out of order and insures 
absolute stability in flight 
Orville Wright and his assistants 
are working every day on the new 
device. A short time ago at was tested. 
Wright himself made seven complete 
circuits of the Wright aviation field 
here. 
His hands were not on the 
controlling bars. 
A smooth even 
flight was the result. ' The plane 
started to dip, the stabilizer came to 
the rescue and righted it. Dangerous 
angles w»re executed with the same 
result.

1913. No injunction papers restrain- 
ing the city from, further progress 
;n the plan to clear the stream of 
debris had been taken out by the 
owners of river lots abutting on the 
south side of the bridge, up to a late 
hour today.

Bridge would be the .scene of a heat- 
ed altercation between, the property- 
owners and city officials and the fore- 
man of the 
construction 
company, 
over a hundred persons congregated 
early this morning.' Patrolman Fan- 
ning and Gower were ordered to the 
?ridge to keep back the crowd which 
ihreatened to interrupt the work of 
lie construction gang which was pre- 
paring to lift out the timbers. Ed- 
win F. Carpenter made a verbal pro- 
test to Foreman Stiore when the lat- 
,er ordered the work to proceed and 
:ook out the first, timbers from the 
river lot owned' by Mr. Carpenter. 
Hr. Shore referred Mr. Carpenter to 
.he city officials.

The 
derrick 
was' in 
operation 
steadily throughout 'the day and a 
arge quantity of timbers: and pilings 
was taken out. The; city has made 
arrangements wfth Brown and Con- 
nors to demolish the cement piers 
which supported the buildings of the 
Myers estate and it is probable that 
a light charge of .-dynamite'will be 
set off tonight to crack the cement 
so that it will be in 'Shane for hand- 
ing by the

GENERAL PICQUART 


OF FRANCE IS DEAD 


Commander of French 
Army 
Corps 


Passes Away at Age of Sixty 


This Morning.

Amines, France, Jan. 19.—General 
Marie-George 
Picquart, commander 
of the second French 
army 
corps, 
who was one of the prominent:figur.es 
n the Dreyfus case, died here today, 
aged 60. 
• 
•-• . 
•General Picquart rose to high rank 
at a very early age. He was an Alsa- 
tian by birth. While serving on'the 
general staff Picquart discovered the 
brgeries which had-fbrojight the 'con- 
demnation^ of^DreyfUBf"to •< the Jhotrors 
of Devil's Island. 
Picquart thereupon became one of 
the most enthusiastic appellants for 
a revision of the judgment on Dreyfus. 
His zeal in this respect led to Jhis ar- 
rest and imprisonment on various 
charges which were dismissed 
for 
want of evidence. In spite 
of the 
court's decision in his favor he was 
•etired from the service through the 
nfluence of anti-Dreyfus officials. 
During; his retirement 
Picquari, 
aided by Emile Zola and others, con- 
tinued his work in behalf of the man 
who had been unjustly condemned. 
He finally succeeded in having 'the 
case brought before 
another court 
martial at Rennes. Dreyfus was again 
convicted by this court, but later se- 
cured a full pardon from 
President 


Ixnibet. 
This pardon did not satisfy Picquart 
and the other supporters of Dreyfus 
who labored incessantly to have him 
offlially declared innocent. They fin- 
ny secured this verdict 
from 
tne 
French surjreme court and both Drey- 
fus and Piccmart were restored to tJe 
'it. of the French army.

OKLAHOMA VALLEYS 


COVERED WITH SALT 


Inland Section Was 
Once Inland Sea 


Which Evaporated Leaving Great 


Slat Plains. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE,] 


Norman, Okla., Jan. 13.—Oklahoma 
has. enough salt to supply the entire 
world for thousands of years. If the 
water of the salt springs were evapor- 
ated daily the amount of salt thus ob- 
tained would amount to 400,000 gallons 
of pure salt. In a year this daily 
production 
would load a train 18 
miles long. But this would be only a 
part 
of the -salt resources of Ofcla- 
loma. In ,l: some 
places, along the 
Cimarren -River for instance, .farmers 
actually snovel the salt into a wagon 
and haujjjitto..market. In fact Okla- 
loma rests on an enormous bed of salt 
of great thickness. In prehistoric 
times this section was an inland sea 
which had no outlet or inlet. 
This 
sea, in the courses of ages evaporated 
eaving a thick layer of salt. Then an- 
other sea was formed, evaporated and 
again a thick layer of salt was. formed: 
There followed some great inundation 
that left the sediment that forms the 
surface. Salt thus can be obtained by 
springs or by mining. The plain in 
he alfalfa country is sixty 
miles 
square. It Is as level as a floor and 
mostly sand. One gallon of its water 
produces a quart of salt. 
The Cimarron valley has two salt 
>lains. The largest, is eighty miles 
ong and tw.o miles wide. When the 
weather is dry evaporatifcn is rapid 
and salt forms quickly on the Surface 
of the earth. This salt surface makes 
a beautiful sight during the moon light 
nights scintillating like a million stars, 
t is when the salt . forms In such 
jiantitles during dry spells that farm- 
ers haul it away by wagon loads at 
no expense and little trouble.

TO EMBELLISH CANAL 


Commission of Fine Arts 
Studying 


Plans for Beautifying Canal and 


Awaits Action by Congress. 


[BY ASSOCIATED MIESS.]. 


Washington, Jan. 9.—With the dig 
ging nearly done, and the fortlficatons 
well under way, the decoration of the 
Panama Canal is a subject of renewed 
attention, aroused particularly by the 
suggestion from France that the early 
work of Ferdinand De Lesseps, the 
French engineer, be commemorated 
by a statute to him at some conspicu- 
ous point on the canal. This is but 
one of many ideas, however, and the 
whole question 
of -embellishment of 
the water-way is still open. 
Artists generally agree with en- 
gineers that the canal is a monument 
to itself, but at the same time there 
tias been no lack oi suggestion for 
beautifying the water-way. One propo- 
sition, is fOIV collosal pillars at the 
outermost of ihe Atlantic and Pacific 
entrances, surmounted by statutes of 
lerdic proportions of Columbus, Bal- 
soa, and others who names have been 
indelibly connected with the discovery 
of America and the developments of 
:he canal. Another proposal has been 
lor a statute of Senator John Morgan 
of Alabama, one of the pioneers in this 
country for : Isthmian canal construc- 
tion. De Lesseps, by the way, has not 
altogether been forgotten for the house 
which ha once occupied at Cristobal is 
still preserved. In front of it stands 
a small monument of 'Christopher Co- 
lumbus.

Presents Proposals. 
The government Commission of Fine 
Arts, made up of many of the leading 
sculptors and architects of the coun- 
try, has already studied the problem 
of beautifying the canal, but its report 
which is awaiting action by Congress 
las only one specific proposal for a 
commemorative monument. This is 
jresented as follows:. 
"The Commission of Fine Arts be- 
ieves that a memorial record of the 
nrilding of the canal should be made 
n the form of an impressive Inscrlp- 
ion upon a great monument surface 
at some point of~ prominence, and a 
careful examination 
of the 
whole 
ength of the canal led to the choice 
of the east wall at the point of deep- 
east cut, 492 feet, at the continental 
divide. While the size and design of 
this monument should be the result of 
careful study we are inclined to be- 
ieve that it should be approximately 
:00 feet in height and somewhat more 
n width; that it should be severely 
simple in design; that the lettering 
should be done in Roman V-shaped let- 
ters ajjd that the material should be 
concrete applied as a massive facing 
to the irregularly fractured trap rock 
of the cliff. We strongly recommend 
;hls and regard it as one of the most 
mportant matters . to be considered. 
We suggest also 
the possibility of 
marking the highest point of canal ex- 
cavation on Gold Hill immediately over 
:he proposed , inscription, with -some 
form of. monument. This should be 
considered carefully by the designer 
of the principal monument." - „ 
•_. 


Will be of Value. 
This report, which is based on per- 
sonal inspection, of the canal route by 
Daniel C. French, ' the sculptor, and 
Frederick Law v Olmstead, the land- 
scape gardener, suggests that any fur- 
ther ornamentation of the waterway 
should be undertaken only after seri- 
>us consideration bearing in mind 
that the outstanding feature of the 
canal is utility rather than adorn- 
ment. 


"The canal," the report adds, "like 
:he pyramids or some imposing object 
n natural scenery is impressive from 
its scale and simplicity and direct- 
ness. 
One feels that anything done 
nerely for the purpose of beautifying 
it would not only fail to accomplish 
:hat purpose, but would be an imperti- 
nence. In such a work the most that 
;he artists .could hope to do would be 
to aid in selecting, as between alterna- 
tive forms of substantially equal value 
crom the engineering point of view, 
ihose which are likely to prove most 
agreeable and appropriate in appear- 
ance." 


Erect Lighthouses. 
If the foundation difficulties are not 
too serious, . the report suggests it 
might be advisable to erect a monu- 
ment in the form of a light-house spec- 
ially designed for the purpose at either 
Side of the canal at the Atlantic en- 
trance. The report points out that the 
present aids to navigation in the canal, 
Including light-houses, small range 
lights and tripods, all made of re-in- 
forced concrete, "are nearly all open 
to criticism as to details of--appear- 
ance .but since most of them are com- 
pleted it is too late to modily the de- 


, While it would appear desirable to 
mark the Pacific end of the canal in a 
manner similar to that proposed*, for 
the Atlantic end, it is .said that" the 
Pacific entrance is so occupied" by 
docks and cold storage facilities tha't 
any extraneous "structure would be in 
conflict. "Morevore," the report adds, 
"there are points of interest as one-ap- 
proaches the canal from the Pacific 
with which it would be unwise to at- 
tempt^ to compete by any structure 
built for artistic reasons alone. The 
shore itself with its rugged range of 
mountains is inspiring, and the Islands 
guarding the entrances are interesting 
in the extreme."

BY BIG LEADERS? 


Despite Great Crusade by Clergy, 


Press and Reformers Questionable 


Dance Gains Popularity. 
[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


New 
York, 
Jan. 19.—Molehills 
often have been made into mountains, 
and in this serio comic age tempests 
in teapots are of hourly occurence, but 
certainly never before was' there a 
greater bub-bub over a mere insigni- 
ficant matter than all this hi>" and cry 
after the tango. The poor old tango 
is being talked and written to death. 
Nobody ever yet was kidnaped, drag- 
ged by the hair onto a ball-room floor 
and made to dance the tango. Those 
who do not like it are at liberty to let 
it alone. 
' The dance, though, may be said to 
have received 
several 
death blows 
within the last few days. The Catho- 
lic church turned its thumbs down on 
the tango and it had an immediate ef- 
fect in New York. About the same 
time several Irish British peeresses 
•who are among the leading London 
hostesses publicly announced a boy- 
cott of the dance. Several weeks ago 
the tango -\yas given a cut in the nortii 
of Europe when the Kaiser ordered it 
suppressed wherever the German army 
officers danced, and this was followed 
by an attack in the south of Europe 
that while not so vigorous was equal- 
ly effective. 


Barred in Italy. 
King Victor Emmanuel, of Italy, 
•without making a speech aboutrit, 
Barred the tango from his state ball 
and all the diplomats and the social 
leaders of Rome followed the King's 
example. Perhaps the first important 
personage to Bet her heel on the neck 
of the gyrating 
monster of the ball- 
room and the cabaret was Queen Mary 
of England, who called' it a South 
American "negroid" dance and forbade 
the young Princess Mary to learn it. 
Barred by Pope. 
Whether.the tango is good or bad, 
It received a considerable set-back 
when Cardinal Farley and h'igh Protes- 
tant clergymen let it be known that 
they_ opposed it and that everything 
possible be done to discourage it. 
Pope Pius has not banned the tango 
but he has made it plain that he dis- 
approves of it and prelates the world 
over are now fighting the tango: The 
New York Cardinal did not ban the 
dance, but his known disapproval is 
as effective as a ban. When the Sec- 
retary to His Eminence announced the 
Cardinal's attitude, thousands of Cath- 
olics in the metropolis frowned on tl.3 
tango. "The Cardinal feels that the 
tango is^deerading nnd he has resol- 
veu to do all he can to discourage it " 
the secretary said. A Consignor high 
in Catholic affairs in New York .went 
further 
m his condemnation of the 
tango. He said: 


"Any person of intelligence can see, 
oy watching any ball or cabaret in the 
greater city that the present mode of

Safer on Stage. 
But while these crusades against the 
tango are under way ancl undoubtedly 
are doing great execution, the dance 
continues popular in many quarters 
and is even gaining ground. Out in 
Los Angeles one of the vaudeville 
theaters has arranged intermissions 
between the acts, during which time 
, the patrons are at liberty to tango, nip 
and clown the aisles and in the foyer. 
It is safe to say that not'a performance 
is given in any ohe-ot the New-York 
hundred-odd theaters that there is; not 
at least dne dancing number on the 
program that includes an exhibition of 
the tango. It is an even safer-asser- 
tion to say that there is not one res? 
taurant in the thousands in the greater 
city where a cabaret is maintained, 
that the tango is not danced. Experts 
portray the tango on the platforms-am] 
the guests tango in the spaces be- 
tween the tables. 


In Great Danger. 
Broad minded people <eay that the 
goodness and badness of the tango is 
a matter of opinion and of the person- 
al equation. The dance, expert dancers 
say, may be done gracefully and beaut- 
ifully so that the most prurient cannot 
object, while there are varieties of 
dips, leaps and hugs, unjustly callefl 
the tango, that are undeniably shock- 
ing. Some persons with a smattering 
of L"ti« thing that tango comes from 
the Latin word meaning "to touch," 
and evidently that is why they like 
it. But the tango of-pqlite ball-rooms' 
is not 
ot Latin 
extraction. Latin 
American perhans, but in no wise 
dead. Such well known women as 
Miss Anne Morgan and Mrs James
